AT MADISON SQUARE 

For hours before the time set for the 
opening of the doors, 5:30 o’cloek, Madison 
Square Garden, where Colonel Bryan and 
the head of the state democratic ticket, 
John’ B. Stanchfield, spoke, was besieged 
by crowds. Throngs gathered and massed 
before the two main entrances to the 
building on Fourth and Madison avenues 
as early as 2 o'clock, hoping to get in 
when the doors were first opened. 

At 5:30 o’cleck to the minute the sound 
of exploding bombs outside the Garden 
announced the opening of the doors. In- 
Stantly there was a great rush by the 
people from the Madison Avenue railway 
and from the Twenty-sixth street en- 
trance, which, aceording to police ar- 
rangements, was to be kept clear for 
ticket holders. In the first rush were a 
few women, who got seats near the 
speaker's stand. In less than ten minutes 
every seat on the floor was taken and the 
crowd which had begun to pour in from 
all sides, attacked the galleries. * 

Five minutes later saw the balcony and

steady stream through the principal doors 
and all empty seats were soon filled.

The speaker's 
stand was draped simply with American 
| flags, and red, white and blue bunting. 

At 6:30 o'clock the only seats remaining 
vacant in the entire garden was an oc- 
casional box, the tickets for which re- 
mained good until 7 o'clock. The crowd 
was orderly and frequent performances 
by the band brought out enthusiasm. 

The arrival of prominent Tammany 
men before the opening of the meeting 
hrought the first strong applause of the 
evening. As 7 o'clock approacted, the 
hour when Colonel Bryan was expected 
to arrive, the crowd began to warm up. 
The garden was jammied. The police kept 
the aisles fairly well cleared, and back 
of the gallery seats there was not an 
inch of availabletépace.

Colonel Bryan entered the garden at

Just behind 
the two as they meunted the platform 
Mayor Van Wyck escorted Edward M. 
Shepard, whe acted as chainman of the 
meeting. 

The cheering contmued; now dying 
down, now being renewed with increased 
vigor. It continued for five minutes, not 
abating when Colonel Bryan rose to his 
feet and raised his hand. Mr. Croker 
pulled him back inte his seat. The cheer- 
ing went on. Then Mr, Crokef rose, hés- 
itated a moment, then raised his hand 
for silence. Instead of ceasing the crowd 
broke forth louder than ever. After near- 
ly fifteen minutes of cheering the ap- 
plause began to decrease. Mingiled 
cheers and hisses, the latter for silence, 
lasted a minute longer. 

“Three cheers for our next president,’’ 
brought out a final cheer, but an effort 
to repeat it was drowned out by cries 
of “put him out.” 

The enthusiasm nearly carried = the 
crowd away. The throng at the Madison 
avenue end of the garden jammed down 
the aisles and sixty odd policemen at 
that point had to do sincere battle with 
the crowd to keep i under control. 

When quiet was restored Mr. Croker 
rose, took Mr, Shepard ty the hand and 
introduced Lim to the audience as chair- 
man of the meeting. 

Before Mr. Shepard could get into the 
question of “imperialism,” to which most 
of his address was devoted, the crowd got 
so impatient to hear Colonel Bryan that 
Mr. Shepard could not proceed. He sud> 
denly stopped and introduced President 
Guggenheimer, of the council, who offered 
th: formal resolutions of the evening. 
Tnese welcomed Colonel Bryan and Mr. 
Stevenson to New York, approved the 
Kansas City platform; opposed imperial- 
ism; protested against an enormous 
standing army as a menace to the re- 
public; praised the volunteer army as be-

Not that 
they wanted to do it, but because the 
people were better off for being rid- 
den. Turn in whatever way you 
will, whether it come from the mouth 
cf a king as an excuse for enslaving 
the people of his country, or from the 
mouth of men of one race as a reason 
for enslaving men of another race, it 
is the same 21d serpent.”

“tinder existing conditions, for whitch 
we are in a large measure responsible, 
there should be no hesitation upon our 
part in giving to the Filipinos protection 
against the cupidity and aggression of 
ather nations.

Other railroad men in Atlanta deciare 
that they have been hearing rumors, but 
that so far as they know, nothing definite 
has been done. It also seems improbable 
that the consolidation, should it ever .be 
effected, will. occur at any time in the 
near future.

It was noted when the aggressive military move- 
ment was inaugurated by Germany, and the expedition against Pao Ting Fu started that Russia was among the 
As the bulk of the American troops had withdrawn from China, 
leaving General Chaffee only a legation guard at Pekin, the American forces also refrained from participat- 
ing. The Japanese forces participated in a very limited degree, by continuing the defenses of Pekin during 
the absence of the other allies. The dispatch from St. Petersburg is looked upon as merely another step similar 
to that taken when Russia withheld from the Pao Ting Fu expedition and other aggressive military moves, More- 
over, it is regarded as quite in consonance with the Pacific tendencies of this government, which have been di- 
rected all along to securing a settlement by diplomatic Means, rather than by the sword. The Russian purpose 
of pursuing independent action has not made itself evident in any official or formal way thus far, either to the

London, October 17, 4 a. m.—There is no 
confirmation of the reported capture of 
Pao Ting Fu, of which,-.according to the 
Shanghai Echo, M. Dochine, the French 
consul here, has received news. The re- 
port is generally discredited in London, 
especially as there is no direct telegraphic 
communication between Shanghai and 
Pao Ting Fu. 

Hong Kong dispatches tell of the con- 
tinued spread of the southern rebellion. 
The Hong Kong correspondent of The 
Daily Express sends a report that the 
French torpedo boat destroyer Handy 
shelled 2,000 rebels, who were advancing 
on San Chun, killing forty and wounding 
hundreds. 

The evidence of Prince Tuan’'s continu. 
ance in power causes anxiety. According 
to the Shanghai correspondent of The 
Morning Post it has produced a serious 
depression in trade. Qwo Chinese banks 
have failed; others are expected to close 
and it is reported that the Russo-Chinese 
wank is in difficulties, owing to the re- 
moval of the Chinese couprt to the prov- 
ince of Shen Sl. 

Shanghai telegrams report that the local 
mandarins have received a dispatch from 
Prince Tuan announcing that the court 
is now in safe keeping and exhorting 
them to have patience until winter deci- 
mates the allies, to keep the arsenals in 
constant work and “everything in readi- 
ness for a massacre of all foreigners when 
the proper time arrives.’’

Macon, Ga., October 16.—(Specia].)— 
News reached here today of a lynching 
which occurred at Wellston, a village on 
the line of the Georgia Southern and 
Florida railroad, sixteen miles below 
Macon, in Houston county. 

Last night about 12 o’clock the house 
of Rey. M. Pierson was entered by 
Frank Hardeman, a negro, and an at- 
tempt was made to assault Mrs. Pierson. 
She alarmed the town and soon Harde- 
man was caught. After confessing, he 
was swung to a tree by a small mob and 
his» body riddled with bullets. 

Hardeman was a servant of the family 
in whom the utmost confidence was 
placed. Rev. Mr. Pierson was absent from 
home at the time. 

Bassengers on the Georgia Southern 
and Florida train, who arrived in the city 
this morning, report that the body swing- 
ing from the tree was in plain view of 
the train as it passed. 

One account of the affair ts to the ef- 
fect that Hardeman attempted an as- 
sault upon a lady living near the Pier- 
sons, but was frightened off by her 
screams. He then proceeded to the Pier- 
son place, siezed Mrs. Pierson, when her 
little son, eight years old, came to her 
aid, helping her to beat the negro off. 
while her two other small children raised 
the alarm. 

The negro, running from the house 
sought refuge in a hole in a cotton field. 
but was tracked by the aroused citizens 
who lost no time in putting him to death.

Three minutes after Colonel 
Bryan left there were vacant seats all 
over the bpuliding, large patches snow.:lg 
everywhere on galleries and main fleor. 
Mr. Stevenson began, but his voice could 
not be heard fitty feet away. More than 
half the people left. Frequent attempts 
were made by Chairman Shepard ana 
Mr. Stevenson to stop the exit, and quiet 
the audience, but they were unavailable. 
A few crowded close to the stand to hear 
him above the noise, and he was cheered. 
Mr. Stevenson discussed imperialism at 
some length, and was followed by Web- 
ster Davis and Mavyur Jones, of Toledo. 
John B. Stanchfield. candidate for g0ver- 
nor, and William F. Mackey, candidate 
for lieutenant governor, concluded the 
speechmaking. 

The crowd that surged about the open 
air stand at Madison avenue and Twenty- 
fourth street, crushing the weakest and 
smothering those: who were tightly 
packed that the air which reeked with 
the fumes of Greek fire could not reach 
them, may have numbered twenty thou- 
sand, and there was not in that crowd 
anybody who cared to hear any one else 
but Bryan.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 


The Negro and the Reformatory., 


Editor Constitution—Solicitor Eugene Black's 
card on the need of a reformatery; contributed 
to your issue of last Thursday, suggests this 
reply. 

Mr. Black favors establishing a reforma- 
tory, but with the condition that it shall be 
for white boys only, giving as his only reason 
that his experience has taught him that 
such an institution would do the negro no 
good. If the solicitor will reflect a little upon 
this. matter, I feel quite sure that he in 
common with all other good citizens will agree 
with me that such a course would be unwise 
and unjust to both the negro and the white 
boy. 

It does not matter how many of us, both 
white and black, might wish it otherwise, the 
fact remains that the two races find them- 
selves here living side by side in almost equal 
numbers. The white race represents the wealth 
and culture of the community, and stands out 
as examples of what thousands of years of 
opportunity and encouragement may do for 
& people. The negro is but an infant, making 
the first trial of his limbs. Because of the 
negro’s ignorance, poverty and inexperience, 
he furnishes more than his share of the crim- 
inals. dt will be recalled what awful charges 
have been laid at our door, and how our 
ignorance and consequent vice have been 
pleaded in extenuation of the very drastic 
measures the ruling class has visited upon us. 
Who would continue such state of affairs? It 
does not matter from what point of view we 
consider the matter, there can be but one 
reasonable conclusion, namely, something must 
be done to improve present conditions. One 
may not be willing to do anything for the 
negro as an act of justice or philanthropy, but 
unless the white man helps lift the negro up 
to the white man’s level the negro will drag 
down the white man to the negro’s level. 
Where, then, is the wisdom of denying to the 
negro any means of improvement which may 
be provided for others? 

Then, too, the negro boy needs “the good 
influences of a reformatory far more than does 
the white boy. If it is true that ‘‘the great- 
est good to the greatest number’’ is a just 
theory of government, then the negro’s claim 
to a share in the benefits of such an Insti- 
tution iS established beyond question. In nine 
cases out of ten, the negro juvenile criminal 
comes from a home where parental influences 
are either improper or inadequate in a far 
larger measure than can be claimed for the 
Saine class of White criminals. Neither of 
these children is responsible for these condi- 
tions, and therefore should be treated with 
exact impartiality. There are many negro 
homes in Atlanta of which the home of Mr. 
Black's nurse is a type, while negro mothers, 
because of poverty, must help care for the 
homes and children of their white friends, 
their own sons and daughters are without 
any protection and care whatever. Would 
Colonel Black deny to such children who 
might commit their first offense the chance to 
reform? 

Furthermore, to exclude the negro children 
from the reformatory would be unwise from 
an economic point of view. Maybe Mr. Black 
would dissent from this, upon the strength of 
his expertence, but I am quite sure that a 
large majority of the people who have studied 
the matter and have made themselves fa- 
miliar with every phase of such work, will 
bear me out in the assertion that it costs fn- 
finitely mcre to pun‘sh people after they have 
become criminals than it does to help 
them from becoming such. Again, the- more 
thrifty ani ‘ew-abiding the people of any 
community, the more valuable is all property 
therein. And since white people are the 
property owning class, it is to their pecuniary 
interest to admit negrees to all the avenues 
that are open to cthers fur self improvement. 

But far above these considerations of expedi- 
ency and pelf Hes the broad field of justice 
and duty. For thirty odd years the white 
people of the sctth have contended that be- 
cause of their superior intelligence they alone 
are entitled to rule in the civil affairs of the 
country. They have asked of the civilized 
world to be left alone in the solution of race 
problems, promising that the wsegro, :ike all 
other citizens, should be treated justly and 
impartially in all civil affairs. This plea has 
been made by all the south's exponents from 
the eloquent Grady dewn to the humblect 
spokesman the public has deigned to hear. 
The plea has been allowed. The ability, the 
veracity, tbe Christianity of our southern 
white people are all on trial. If a reforma- 
tory be built and maintained wholly or in 
part with public funds, and yet the most 
needy as well as the most numerous class be 
excluded from its benefits; sinsply because an- 
other class has the physical force to do it. 
what must enlightened peeple everywhere think 
of the south’s standard of morals and hu- 
manity ? 

But Mr. Black seems unjust not only to the 
negro boys, but to the white ones also. It 
appears that unless the reformatory can be 
had without admitting ,the negro, he would 
deny it even to the white boys. I am glad 
to say that almost every thoughtful negro in 
Atlanta is in advance of this position. If 
we,cannet have a reformatory unless the un- 
fortunate negro children be excluded, then 
the negro will still plead for it for white 
boys, and we are even willing to contribute 
of our small means, if necéssary, for the es- 
tablishment of such a place, contenting our- 
selves as far as possible with the hope and the 
belief that when some of the white boys who 
shall be greatly helped by the reformatory 
grow to manhood and come into contro! of our 
civil affairs, they will not deny to their less 
fortunate black citizens the benefits of an

If these means must still be 
employed among white people with their thou- 
sand years of culture, with how much greater 
reason can we plead for these things for the 
negro with only thirty-five years behind him? 
I can understand how white men forget them- 
selves when some vicious negro has committed 
& great crime, but I only repeat what has been 
said cen thousand times by white men them- 
selves, when I declare that such a man does 
not represent that element of negroes who are 
at all influenced by our churches and schools. 
I think Colonel Black will join me in saying 
that if the intelligent, tax-paying negroes 
alone be considered, the per cent of crime 
among thent and among their children is 
searcely greater than that among the same 
class of whites. It is true, we have not been 
able to get a majority of our people up to this 
point, but if we can be re-enforced by the 
patient sympathy and co-operation of those 
stronger than we, the prophecy that a little 
leaven shall leaven the whole lump, shall not 
fail with the negro. I acknowledge with 
shame and regret every fault the negro really 
has, but in passing judgment upon him I com- 
mend to his accusers the enlightened and wun- 
biased experience of civilization as expressed 
by Lord Macaulay. Among other things to 
the point, he says: ‘The violence of outra 
will always be proportioned to the ferocfty 
and ignorance of the people, and the ferocity 
and ignorance of the*people will be propor- 
tloned to the oppression and degradation un- 
der which they have been accustomed to live. 
* * * The final and permanent fruits of lib- 
erty are wisdom, moderation and merry. [I's 
immediate @ffects are often atrocious . crimes. 
* * * There ts only one cure for the evils 
which newly acquired freedom produces: and 
that cure Is freedom.’’ 

Here I rest our case. I believe the reform- 
atory will be built, and we leave the rest to 
the enlightened judgment and Christian con- 
science of the white people of Atlanta.

We are not prepared to say that there wa 
no vote buying, but it is certain that it was 
reduced to the minimum. Major Mims, who 
won the day, had previously announced that he 
would not spend any money for that purpose 
and that he would not solicit them except 
through the regular public canvass—in short, 
that he would not employ the discreditable 
tactics of the petty ward heeler. From our 
knowledge of the man we believe that he kept 
his word. He stood for clean methods in poli- 
ties and by those very methods he was elected. 
It was a magnificent victory for the secret 
ballot. It encourages the hope that we might 
return to those higher standards which once 
prevailed in politics, when it was really an 


THE POLITICAL POINT = 
OF VIEW IN THE STATE 


Except for two legislative contests, one 
in Miller and the other in Catoosa county, 
the personnel of the house is made com- 
plete by the consolidated returns from the 
state election, The contestants both from 
Miller and Catoosa indicate a desire to 
push the fight to the end, and that poth 
contests will be brought before a com- 
mittee of the general assembly seems al- 
most certain. 

In Miller county the complication is of 
a serious nature—a complication that 
prevents dny official consolidation by the 
secretary of state and one that may leave 
Miller county for a prief time with no 
representative. 

The claimants from Miller are Oliver B. 
Bush and John R. Williams. Both lay 
claim to the election by a majority of ten 
votes and the contention of one is sustain- 
ed In one quarter, while the friends of the 
other are equally positive of his election. 
As a matter of fact the returns from Mil- 
ler county are badly mixed up. Some of 
them are missing and although the secre- 
tary of state has made repeated efforts to 
get in the full returns, it is doubtful if 
they will ever be sent in. If this condi- 
tion of affairs really develops and both 
contestants hold to their claims the issue 
must be fought in the house and a lively 
time at the opening of the session may be 
expected. 

The contest in Catoosa is between ex- 
Senator William E. Mann, who represent- 
ed the forty-fourth district in the last 
upper house, and W. H. Yates, who oc- 
cupied the seat of Catoosa county in the 
last legislature. Both claim to have been 
the choice of the voters of Catoosa and 
the settlement of the issue must rest 
with the house itself. 


It is evident even before the general as- 
sembly convenes that legislation affecting 
the state’s depot property in Atlanta will 
be one of the distinct features of the 
coming session, if not the most {mportan: 
feature. Much will, of course, depend 
on the willingness of the raliroads en- 
tering the city to pay in rent on a new 
union station a sum equal to 6 per cent 0! 
the cost of the station. The reply of the 
roads on thig point will be announced by 
Governor Candler before the close of the 
week, but regardless of the nature of this 
reply the members of the general as- 
sembly are beginning to realize that they 
are faced with a serious problem. The 
question, whether or not there is to be a 
new depot on the termina] property, can 
no longer be askgd with a view to At- 
lanta’s good, but rather with a view to 
the state’s interest. To the members of 
the general assembly, it is needless to 
say, the state’s good must be paramount. 

The property used as terminal property 
in Atlanta belongs to the state. The 
structure for which the state receivers 
rent is in need of repair and ff repairs in 
the shape of a new depot are not soon 
forthcoming the value of the property will 
depreciate. It is possible and even prob- 
able that some of the roads will leave the 
station and build individual depots, in 
which case the state loses several thous- 
and dollars rent every year. 

These are some of the questions con- 
nected with the Atlanta depot agitation 
that lead to the opinion that depot legisla- 
tion is on the way and will come at the 
first part of the session. If the railroads 
agree to pay the 6 per cent in rent the 
union station costing $500,000 wil! have 
paid for itself completely at the end of 
nineteen years and the state will lose 
nothing. In fact at the end of the nine- 
teen years (the extent of the lease ihe 
roads have agree to) the state will not 
only have all the money back that went 
into the depot, but will be in possession of 
a structure in splendid condition and 
worth twenty times what the present de- 
pot {s worth. 

To the members of the general as- 
sembly it is a question of enhancing the 
value of the state’s depreciated property 
and not a matter of what Atlanta wants. 


The developments during the last few 
days indicate almost beyond a doubt that 
the commission fér the full term of the 
adjutant general of Georgia will go to 
Colonel J. W. Bobertson, of Cobb.

| the cases against Lieutenant G. I. Watt 


and Quartermaster Sergeant P. H. Huff, 
of the Fifth Georgia regiment, who were 


arraigned yesterday afternoon for creat- 


ing dig@rder in a trolley car coming into 
the city from the fair grounds jast Satur- 


| day night. 


The cases had some very interesting 
features. The two officers were on the 
last car that left the fair grounds Satur- 
day evening amd? they were charged with 
cursing on the car in the presence of 
ladies and of creating continual disorder 
until the car reached the city. 

The first case made was against Huff 
and it was dismissed Monday afternoon 
upon the request of the street car conduc- 
tor. When Recorder Broyles heard cf the 
nature of the case he instructed Officer 
Florence to rearrest Huff and also to 
make cases against any other soldiers 
who had been guilty of the disorder. The 
officer made the cases against Huff and 
Watt which were tried yesterday. 

The conductor on the car told of the 
disorder. He said that Watt tried to re- 
serve a seat for Huff, who was on the 
rear platform. Huff had fired his gun 
from the platform. A citizen who wanted 
the vacant seat had an altercation with 
Watt and this led to the genera) disorder. 
The citizen acted badly himself, the con- 
ductor stated. 

‘The soldiers appeared to be drinking,” 
the conductor stated. “I did my hest to 
preserve order and as soon as I could I 
called in a policeman. One of the jadies 
left the car and a man with his wife 
started to leave, but had to remain, as 
there was no other car from the fair 
grounds that night. I heard some of the 
soldiers cursing. Watt talked loud and 
used an oath or two. I also heard Huff 
curse some.” 


Said the Soldiers Cursed. 


Other witnesses corroborated the con- 
ductor, one witness stating that he saw 
Watt draw his sword and place it across 
the vacant seat. Bayonets wére drawn 
and there was loud talking and cursing. 

“T distinctly heard Watt ang Huff curse 
several times,” gtated a witness. 

A witness for the defense said he was 
in the car and he did not hear Huff or 
Watt curse any. Two or three soldiers 
testified that they did not think Watt 
cursed. " 

Watt made a statement in which he 
denied having used any oaths. He said 
he only tried to keep hig friend's seat and 
that somebody in the car sald the state 
ought tc ecemmission gentlemen instead 
of drugken hoodlums. 

“This made a friend of mine angry,” 
stated Watt, “and he may have tat&eqg a 
little loud fn resenting the insult.” 

In making his statement Huff genied 
having cursed and said he did tot act dis- 
orderly. He referred to the statemen: of 
the citizen about the state not commis- 
sioning drunken hoodiums and the re- 
corder asked: 

“Well, wasn’t the citizen right?” 

“No, he was not,” replied Huff before 
he considered how his rep!y would sound.

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CAUSES MURDER 
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Negro Shoots Another to Death 
on Street 


QUARRELED ABOUT EEA 


A Woman Was Present, but She Re- 
fuses To Talk—Killing Occurred 
Last Night on Magnolia 
Street — Weird Scene 
Is Witnessed. 


After drinking together all the evening, 
Carl Smith and John Walton, two ne- 
groes, quarreled over a quart of beer 
and a woman last night about 10:30 
o'clock and Walton murdered Smith on 
the street. - The beer caused the mur- 


der. 

The killing occurred on Magnolia, near 
Elliott street. Walton, who is also 
known as Parker and “Barkey,”’ fired 
four or five shots. Smith began to re- 
treat and ran nearly a hundred yards 
before he fell, although a bullet had en- 
tered his brain. 

The one .eye witness, Sallie Bogan, 
the woman who was partly the cause 
of the murder, declined to make any 
statement to the police, saying she was 
at home in bed and knew nothing about 
the matter. 

Walton and Smith worked together at 
Block's candy factory, side by side, every 
day and they were said to be close and 
intimate friends. 

Sallie Bogan was engaged to be mar- 
ried to Walton, and she was with the 
two men when. the quarrel took place. 
A half dozen witnesses will testify to 
that. 

When Sérgeant McCurdy and Officers 
Garner and Doyal reached the scene of 
the murder at the corner of Magnolia 
and Elliott streets last night, they found 
three or four hundred negroes congre- 
gated there. Some of the relatives of 
the dead man were wailing and weeping, 
while the other negroes crowded about 
the corpse or’ stood off and whispered 
in groups. The scene was rather weird 
under the glare of the arc light. 

Walton escaped before the officers 
reached the scene. As soon as he fired 
his pistol he ran down Magnolia street 
in an opposite direction from where Smith 
ran and fell. 

Up to a late hour last night Walton 
had not been heard from. 


Sallie Bogan was taken in custody and 
locked up. 

They Were Drinking Together. 
Smith and Walton began to drink to- 
gether early yesterday evening. About 10 | 
o'clock Walton stepped into a beer saloon 
at the corner of Elliott and Magnolia 
streets and bought a quart of beer ina 

cup. 

He walked out of the saloon ang met 
Smith and Sallie Bogan. A woman who 
had gone into the saloon to buy beer 
heard Sallie say that she couldn't hold 
the quart of beer because it was so cold. 
Smith uttered an oath and cursed Sallie. 
Walton asked him not to talk that way. 

The witness passed on and a few min 
utes later she heard a pistol shoot four 
times on Magnolia street about fifty feet 
from Elliott. 

It is believed that Smith and Walton 
walked off with the woman and the beer, 
still quarreling. 

Another witness saw Walton and Smith 
standing in the gate where the pistol was 
fired. This witness heard Smith cursing 
the woman and heard Walton say some- 
thing about Smith having knocked the 
beer out of Saliie’s hand. Then the pistol 
was fired. 

Some of those who heard the shooting 
Say that five shots were fired, some say 
four shots and some three. 

He Ran and Fell Dead. 

Smith ran up Magnolia street to Elliott 
and turned to the right. Twenty-five feet | 
from Magnolia street he fell and was dead | 
before any one reached his side. 

The police notified the coroner and the 
body was removed to Lee’s undertaking 
place, where an inquest. will be held this | 
morning. 

From the eyidence gathered by ‘the po- 
lice last night, the killing appeared to be 
a plain case of murder. 

Sallie Bogan, who knows all about the 
killing, denies that she was present. The 
police were informed that Sallie herself | 
had threatened to kill Smith and had at- 
tempted to knife him a few days ago. 

The woman was locked up on the charge 
of being an accessory to the murder. 

Walton lives on Magnolia and Smith re= 
sided on Henry street. Both have been 
hard working negoes. 

The police are making every effort to 
find the murderer.

STATE BANKS IN 
GOOD CONDITION 


Report of Georgia’s Bank Examiner Is 
Compiled. 


BUSINESS HAS IMPROVED 


All Banks Have Complied with Re- 
serve Fund Law. 


THERE I$ LARGE INCREASE IN LOANS 


Not a Single Failure Has Occurred 
Among the State Banks Dur- 
ing the. Year. 


The annual report of the state bank ex- 
aminer, given out yesterday, shows a de- 
cided improvement in that class of insti- 
tutions over 1899. Qut of the large num- 
ber of state banks in Georgia the fact is 
significant that there has not been a 
failure during the year, while the report 
shows an increase of $2,305,000 in loans and 

. 
$1,824,000 in deposits. 

The recent investigation of th® state 
bank examiner, which has in fact just 
completed, that all of them 
have complied with the law in keeping a 
reserve fund of 2 per cent of deposits on 
hand. From the following report it wiil 
be seen that the banks of the state are on 
a much sounder financial basis than they 
were last year: 

By the comparison of the,summary of 1899 
end’!900 it will be seen that there has been 
an increase in loans of $2,305,000: deposits, 
$1,824,000; surplus and net profits, $350,000, 
and a decrease in capital of $505,000. 

The withdrawal of the Lowry Banking Com- 
pany, the Capital City bank, of Atlanta, the 
Merctants and Planters’ bank, of Carrollton, 
and Albany ‘Trust and Savings bank, of AIl- 
bany (which banks have gone into the national 
system) and the voluntary liquidation of the 
Sout Georgia bank, of Waycross, and the 
Exchange bank, of Atlanta (using the state- 
ments of 1899 as a bas's) decreases capital 
$885.000. surplus and net profits $234,000, 
loans $2.315.000, and deposits $1,986,000, 
and yet in all these items there is an increase 
éxcept in that of capital. The difference in the 
reduction of capital shown by the first 
statement and the second is caused by the 
fact that there have been fifteen new banks 
organized and now in operation. 

If the statements of the banks withdrawn 
from the supervision of this department were 
included in this summary (using the statement 
of 1899) there would be an approximate in- 
crease of capital $379,000, surplus and net 
profits $590,000, loans $4,629,000, and de- 
posits $2,856,000. 

The actual increase of $356,000 in sur- 
plus and net profits shows that the ranks are 
on a muct. sounder financial basis this year 
than last. 

The law requires that the banks keep a re- 
serve fund of 25 per cent of their deposits on 
hand, and are allowed to count in this reserve 
cash, amounts due by banks and bankers, and 
stocks and bonds. These statements of Sep- 
tember 5th show that every bank has com- 
plied with this requirement. The 25 per cent 
of deposits, including amount due to banks 
and bankers, $5,766,000, and this sum- 
mary shows that the amount they have as a 
reserve is $8,746,000.

This force 
was followed by eight companies of the 
ist infantry under General Hare. The 
combined force of 1,300 men proceeded to 
occupy all the towns in the island and to 
scour the country. General Hare gave 
the rebels one week to surrender the 
prisoners and the latter's rifles. The 
Americans controlled the situation. The 
rebels perceived that it was only a ques- 
tion of time when the release of their 
prisoners would be effected and they 
opened up communications with General 
Hare, which resulted in the handing over 
of the captives, thirteen of whom, the 
sick and wounded, were sent to Manila 
by the gunboat Villilabos, Lieutenant 
Simpson commanding. The Villalobos ar- 
rived here yesterday. Captain Shields is 
improving. 

General Hare’s command will remain 
in Marinduque. He has given the insur- 
gents until October 21 to surrender them- 
selves and the fifty-one captured rifles. 
If they fail to comply he will undertake 
an active punitive cumpaign.

To vote in Georgia you must be a cfti- | |} 
zen of the United States, either native or | 
If naturalized, you are enti- 


naturalized. 
tled to vote on the day that your final pa- 
pers of naturalization are received. | 

You must have lived in the state at 
least one. year, and in the county six 
months before election day. You must 
never have been convicted of bribery or 
of any infamous crime carrying imprison- 
ment in a state prison or penitentiary; but 
a pardon will remove this disqualification, 

You may move as often as you please 
without losing your vote, provided you 
keep within the state for a year and with- 
in the county for six months. And you 
can neither gain nor lose a residence by 
reason of your presenee or absence while 
employed in the service of the United 
States, or of the high seas, 

Of course, if you have actually given up 
your home in one placé and removed to 
another, with no intefition of returning, 
the fact that you are studying or working 
for the government in your new-home will 
not prevent its becoming your legal resi- 
dence, 

All persons born ia the United States 
and not subject toany foreign power, ex- 
cluding Indians not’ taxed, and Chinese, 
are citizens of the United States. Chil- 
dren born abroad of American fathers are 
American citizens. 

If you were born abroad of a foreign 
father and came to this country after you 
were twenty-one years old, you must be 
regularly naturalized ‘before becoming a 
citizen. You must livé in the country at 
least five years. YOu must make your 
declaration of intention and get your first 
papers at least two years before your ad- 
mission to citizenship. At the end of your 
five years’ residence you may get your 
final papers on bringing evidence of resi- 
dence and taking the oath of allegiance.
